Chiei Justice Jackson then adininistered the oath 
of omce .ihesecretary of state handed to the presi- 
dent proitem of the senate the great seal of the 
state and he delivered it to Governor McDaniel, 
who held nomentanud then returned it to 
the secretary of state. Mr. Polhill in due form de- 
Glared that Henry D. McDaniel had been duiy in- 
Stalled as governor of Georgia, and would be re- 
spectedand«beyed assuch. This announcement 
called forth demonstrations of applause. 

During the inaugural ceremonies Mrs. Me Daniel 
and Mrs. boynton sat side by-ride to the right of 
the rostrum. Next to them was Mrs. James Bridge, 
of Atlanta.#a cousin of Governor McDaniel. His 
venerable father sat directly in front and kept his

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STATISTICS FROM THE DE&EPART- 
MENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


The Crope Generally Late, Owing to the Backward 
Weather—A Saorter Acreage and a Doervate cf 
77,000,000; Bushiis—The Eurcpeas Crops 
Short-Tas Cotton Sand, Etc. — 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—The May returns of wheat 
to the department of agriculture make the condi- 
tion, compared wiih the April averages, materially 
lower in New York and Michigan, and in Ohio and 
Iliinois. Further injury was wrought by the frosts 
early in April, and in the more northern district® 
the real damage by the March freezing was more 
fully disclosed as the covering of snow and ice Gis- 
appeared. The average for New York is 77, for 
Michigan 83, for Ohio 62, for Ulinois 66. A further 
loss is suffered by plowimg up large areas in Ohio 
and lilinois. A reduction in Missouri from &3 to 80 
is also reported. In Indiana the condition averages 
75 and New Jersey reports 101, beth the same asin 
April. All the, remaising northern states show 
an improyement since the April report, as well as 
the Pacific coast. and nearly all of the southern 
states. The averages are Connecticut 96, Pennsyl- 
vania95, Delaware 85, Maryland 99, Virginia 97, 
North Carolina 96, South Carolina Y3, Georgia 97, 
Ajabuma, +8, Mississippi 92, Texas 87, Arkansas 56, 
Teunessee 8&8 West Virginia 9, Ken- 
tucky 51, Kausas 91, Catifurnia 77, Oregon 72. 
Thisisan improvement of lo points in California, 
and 17in Oregon. The average condition of winter 
wheat is 834 against 80 in Ap il. Thelosa in area

an uvyeragecrop. ‘the spriag wheat area will not 
be complete till May fifteen, and 
will be reported June first. The statistical agent 
for Dakota makes the probable increase 30 per 
ceut. Theagent for Minnesota reported 86 per cent 
of last venar’s area already planted. An increase of 
15 per cent is reported in Washington territory. It 
is not probable that the increase in the spring 
wheat area will more than meke good the loss of 
winter wheat acreage. Without regard to spring 
wheat, the breadth of the present prospect for win- 
ter wheat area, in consideration of the reduced 
condition and acreage, is 20 per cent less than in 
May last, representing @ loss of about 77,000,000 
bushels. 
THE CROPS ABROAD, 

A dispatch from the London stacistical agent, un- 
der daw of April 28, reports au improvement in 
Kuropean wheat prospects during the last month. 
Phe severity of March was followed by three weeks 
of dry weather, which was succeeded by one week 
of invigorating rain. The season is still backward, 
andahigher temperature is need<d. The small 
area of Spring sown wheatin England isthin, and 
much of it will be displaced by bariey. In France 
and Germany rain isueeded, and higher tempera- 
ture is necessary... With the reduced acreage iu 
western Europe and some injury from freezing io 
March a reduced crop appearsto beinevitable. In 
Austria and Hungary the prospect is favorable for 
at leasta medium crop. 

THE CUTTON FIELD. 

The returns of the progress of cotton planting 
show that work is later than usual in every state, 
aud indicates thaton May 174 per cent of the pro- 
posed area was planted when usuul proportion is 
said tobe 84 percent. in Virginia and North Car- 
olina it was very late. The percentage planted 
were Virgiuia 15, North Carolina 35, South Carolina 
75, Georgia 73, Florida 96, Alabama 85, Mississippi 
82, Louisianasl, Texas 75, Arkausas 72, Tenuesste 67

Alarming Lacrease of Ohinese Deus of Vice and Infa 
my —A Crusade Organized. 
New York, May 10.—A committee has been ap- 
pointed by the Catholic Young Meu’s association t 
ask for help from the police and the societies fo" 
the prevention of vice and the preveation of cru- 
elty to children in removing from the Sixth ward 
the many Chinese opium dens and other Chinese 
resorts in which youpg girls are corrupted. The 
instigator of the movement is the Rev. Father Bar- 
ry, who is the honorary president of the associa- 
jon, and assistant pastor of the church of the 
Transfiguration, which is in Mott street, jasi across 
the street from the association’s rooms. 
‘The evil isso great and so very horrible that the 
details cannot very well be spoken,’’ Father Barry 
said last evenining, ‘The priests and respectable 
residents of the parish have helolessly watched the 
increase of iniquity. I know that within the past 
ear very many girls who jive in thls neigh bor- 
ood have been ruined by these Chinamen, Chil- 
dren as young as eleven and twelve years have 
been led astray. Women entice them int the opium 
dens, where they are induced to stupefy themseives 
with vpium. The Chinamen are very bold and 
have accosted girls to whom I ha¥e been talking on 
the street. Revolting instances ofcur daily on 
Mott street. We shall notonly seek aid from the 
authorities, but shall work hard ourseilves.’’

dispatch tothe Times from Womersdorf, Pa. On 
the northern siope of South mountain, in Mi 


Creek township, Lebanon county, lives a family 
among whom isa girl resembling a wild woman, 
and who is kept more like a beast than a human 
being. The family consists of three persons, 
the father, a son, and the girl in question 
They occupy an old log hut. The girl’s mother 
died when she wasa child. Her minod has always 
veen weak, and she was neglected entirely in ev- 
ery way. She has not been inside a schoo]-room 
inallherlife.

Inthe 
Spring her father compels her togo out on the bill 
with a flock of turkeys, which she has so trained 
that they follow her through the thickets and woods 
from morning untilnight. Kind neighbors have 
several times attempted to catch the gir! when she 
was out with the turkeys and care for her, butall 
to no purpose. She runs at the sightofa 
personand disappears with- the fowls at her 
weels. Wheat bread, the neighbors say is un- 
known, to the Creature; that her principal diet i 
ccm dodgers and a sort of paste made of dried rye 
flour. Her dress consists of old rags which are tied 
about her body. Headwear and shoes are unknown 
to her in ber rambles through woods and mvoun- 
tains. e*he has long auburn hair, which she wears 
haugivg down over ber shoulde:s. There is but 
one bed ia the house. Stories of a most outrageous 
character have been circulated about the family. 
It is stated by good authority thata number of Citi- 
zens will call the atteution of the proper oificials to 
the case and have the matter remedied.

CEDAR LAKE, May 10.—Last night shortly afier 
the train ‘bound for Chicago ou the Louisville, 
New Albany and Chicago road had passed this sta- 
tion, a gas stove in the baggage car exploded, set-t 
ting fire toit.

A LIGHTNING FLASH. 


THE STANDARD OIL TANKS AT 
JERSEY CITY APLAME. 


Ssven Tanks Give Way Before Destructive Bxpic- 
stone, and Cover the Land with aSnovt of Fire 
~—How it Orvigineted—six Firemen Burn- 
ed to Death—A River of Fire. 


® 


New York, May 10.—The Standard oil works in 
Jersey City were struck by lightning at half-past 
three this morning. Up to nine o'clock seven tanks 
of oil had expioded. The fire is still reging with 
terrible force. The works are abandoned and more 
disaster is feared. The estimated loss is a half mil- 
ion dollars. At ten this morning the fire was still 
raging. The fire is now near the tanks of the Jersey 
Central track, where 150.000 barrels are 
stored. Thus far 500,000 barrels have 
been destroyed, inciuding 250,000 barrels 
of refined stored in the store house. The loss will 
begreat. At1:30 the oil fire was still raging. The 
Eagle refinéry isin danger. Ifthe wind continues 
southeast the remaining buildings may be raved. 
The railroad is on fire, and the oil tanks are saved 
by shovelling dirt on them. Six lives have been 
ost. None of the bodies have been found yet. 

In the evening tne fire was under control, but it 
will burn forsome time before all the material is 
consumed. ; Itis thought that the loss will exceed 
$1,500,000. Twelve large tanks, eizheten cars, six 
barges, @ dredger, three docks and five brick 
buildings were destroyed. The quantity of vil con 
sumed isnot known. Among the losses besides the 
Standard oil company are several other oil firms 
who each lose from 400 to 700 barrels of cylender 
oil, which was stored in one of the Warehouses. The 
flash of iightning that started the fire was witnessed 
by the fireman on watchin the engine house in 
Jersy City,a mile away. Itwas cf blinding bril- 
liancy. Immediatelya huge sheet of flame shot up 
inthe air witha deafening roar that shook the 
neighborhood and was heard for miles around. A 
canopy Of smoke rose about the oil works and 
spread itself over the city like a pall 
of a volcano at the commencement of an 
eruption. Then followed explosion after explosion, 
rivaling crashes of thunder, and the extensive oil 
works were soon a roaring massof flames. Before 
six o'clock sevenimmense tanks were a blazing 
river of fire, sweeping around the bottoms of the 
other tauks, while the Hames bombarded them 
from above, It was soon discovered to be useless 
work to playupon the flames, and all efforts were 
directed to preventthem from spreading. This was 
partially successful until nearly five - o'clock, when 
tank No. 7 exploded with a terrific report and the | 
blazing oil spread with lightning rapidity. Fire 
Chief Farrier, and a number of men, were within 
ten yards of this tank, when it exploded, and were 
saved almost by a miracle. Dropping the hose 
which was soou burned to ashes, they fled for their 
lives. Wheu they mustered together ata safe dis- 
tance, six of their uifmber were found to be 
missing. Thesmoke Was so dense that it was im- 
possible to tell which way one was going, and itis 
thought that the unfortunate men ran towards the 
water of the bay and were lost. The bay was a

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THE THOMIRON TRIAL. 


At Work on the Jury—The Distlaguished Counsel in 
the Case 

HaRRODSBURG, May 10.—The Hon. Pail B. 
Thompson, who shot Walier H. Davis under such 
distressing and sensational circumstances, on the 
morning of April 27th, at Harrodsburg Juuction, 
was this morning placed on trial for his'ife. The 
time-worn court house was crowded to iis utmost 
aud among the celebrated defendanjs in murder 
cases, none more prominent or distinguished has 
ever appeared in this historical seat of justice. It 
was a very motley and s‘range collection of hu- 


manity. Many were there as friends of the de- 
fendant, and others were attracted to the 
place as adherents to the cause of the dead 


man. But perhaps amajority of the crowd came 
out of mere curiosity to hear the trials A number 
of colored women-and girls occupied seats in the 
house, but no whice ladies lent their presence to the 
scene, Hon. Thomas §. Hardin, the circuit judge 
called court to order at a quarter efter nine o'’vlock, 
aud afiersome preliminary busincss the Cceicbrated 
care was called, and the spectators evinced # bres th- 
less interest in every thing which eget Tie de- 
fendaut sat just at the railing of the inclosure which 
separates the reporters, attorneys and etuit offggrs 
from the spectators. To his left was Hon. J. C.s. 
Biackburn, bis leading counsel, and two other of 
his attorneys surrounded him atthe table. Mr. 
Thompson seemed perfectly calm and undis- 
turbed by the terrible ordeal; through which 
he will be compelled to pass. Hon. Finley Schuck, 
for the defense, stated that some of the counsel for 
Mr. Thompson were hot present, and requested 
that the court, if there was no objection on tne part 
of the prosecution, to postpone any further pro- 
ceeding until after dinner, When it was expected 
all the attorneys would be present,and cuuld 
waten every stage of the case. fhe motion of Mr. 
Schuck was granted, and the names of the wit 
nes-es for the prosecution were called, all of whom 
answered present except J. M. Wilson, R. BE, Cole- 
manu and i. M. Cardwell. M. T. Thielkeld, whose 
name has been unpleasautly mixed up with Miss 
Buckner’sin this affair, was ina very unp!eas- 
autirame of mind. He told your correspondent 
that the story which connected him so disgraceiully 
with the affair is a He made outof whole 
cloth, and be says that he can prove that he went 
to the theater on the night in question with a man 
named Bates. He threatens to make it warm for 
the persous who have connected him with the 
shooting.

The necessity of taxation suggests the ne- 
eessity of economy, and Governor McDan- 
jel declares that, so far as the example of 
mis administration can effect such a result, 
economy in public expenditure will be rig- 
idly enforced. This economy will be ex- 
ercised to the end that the legitimate objects 
of expendiiure shall be carried out without 
adding anything to the burdens of taxation. 
This is true economy, and is as far removed 
as possible from that spirit of demagogy 


which would cripple progress in the name | 


of economy.

authorizes the company accepting it to charge 
such rates as it might see fit. In the Neal 
Ruggles case the state of Illinois gave the 
board of directors ofthe railroad company 
“the power to establish such rates of tolls for 
the conveyance of persons or property as they 
shall, from time to time, by their by-laws de- 
termine.” The court decides that neither 
this clause nor any similar clause deprives 
the legis!ature of the freedom to act as the 
public interests may seem to require. 
Suchaction would be no violation of a 
contract. because the by-laws authorized by 
the charter are not to be repugnant to the con- 
stitution and laws of the state. Unless there 
is a distinct contract embodied in the charter 
—uniless, for éxample, the railroad company 
is by its charter authorized to charge a certain 
sum per mile, no charter privilege can be 
pleaded against the creation of a railroad com- 
mission or any of its acts, 

This decision is all the more imporant be- 
cause it is the logical result of a series of de- 
cisions that extend o¥er several years. The 
personnel of the court has in the time been 
greatly changed, but the principle of state 
regulation of railroads has been asserted each 
time in strongerand more distinct terms, and 
the decision in the Dartmouth college case 
has been left still farther in the rear. The 
decision in the Illinois” cases 
may be considered as a final  settle- 
ment of a long-contested question. Mr 
Justice Blatchford did not sit in the case, but 
the cight remaining members of the court 


recent 


appear to have sustained the opinion that was 
rendered by the chief justice. 

This decision practically puts aside special 
charters, but there is still the question of a 
delegation of powers by a legislature to a 
commission, There is now no doubt about 
the right of the legislature to regulate fares 
and freight rates, and ali the doubt left in the 
matter relates to the power of the legislature 
to delegate its powers in this respect to any 
other setof men. The entire current of re- 
cent decisions points to an aflirmative an- 
swer. The question did not come up in the 
Illinois case. In this case the company 
charged 2) cents for a _ distance of 
six miles, when a statute of the _ state 
made the maximum rate of fare three cents 
a mile. The passenger refused to pay 
more than 18 cents, and the conductor put 
The conductor was arrested upon a 
charge of assault and battery, and was fined $10 
and costs. Upon this decision appeais were 
taken until the matter was heard in the 
United States supreme court. The rightina 
state to delegate its power has therefore not 
been passed upon, but no one who has studied 
the tendencies of the courts of late will worry 
much over the decision that will be rendered 
when the remaining question is heard. 
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THE NEGRO QUESTION. 

There has been considerable discussion re- 
cently in the columns of some of our esteemed 
southern contemporaries in regard to the 
future of the negro. It is a very timely dis 
cussion, too, no matter what shape it may 


take, for it is calculated to set people tog 


thinking. The truth is, the negro is the situ- 
ation and the situation isa problem, and the 
sooner the southern people take hold of this 
problem in earnest, the better it will be for 
the whole country. inthe south and by the 
southern people alone is this problem to be 
solved, and itisa problem of such vast im- 
portance to the two races that thoughtful 
people are to be pardoned if they receive with 
impatience the flippant prejudices whicha 
few southern editors. have contributed to the 
discussion. 

There is no reason why any southern man, 
woman or child should have any prejudice 
azainst the negro race. There is no ground 
for it, no excuse for it; for there is nothing 
more pathetic in history than the fact that 
the negroes, with afull knowledge of all the 
circumstances, remained faithful’ to the in- 
terests of the southern people to-the end. If 
there is anything more pathetic than this it 
is the fact that the negro has been the crea: 
ture of circumstances over which he had no 
control. He has been a leafin astorm. He 
was not responsible for slavery, and he is not 
responsible for his freedom; nor is he respon- 
sible for the problem of which he is one of 
the factors, 

The southern editor who makes the discus- 


sion of this problem the excuse for at- 
tacking and abusing the negroes 
grossiy misrepresents his readers, and the 


people of his section. And yet even this 
phase of the discussion is not untimely, since 
it gives earnest Men an opportunity to review 
the whole question in a spirit of justice and 
humanity, and with a desire to reach a solu- 
tion of the problem. 

An esteemed siate contemporary recently 
declared that the negroes must all be colo- 
nized. A few days afterwards it announced 
that they were in the south tostay. This re- 


vised announcement of our contemporary is. 


undoubtecdiy the correct one. The ne- 
groes are here to stay. This is 
the problem which earnest men must solve.

Resolutions of the Wilkes Bar, Passed May 9, on His 
Death. 

The committee appointed by the court to prepare 

&@ suitabie memorial touching Hon D. M. DuBose, a 


} member of this bar, lately deceased, respectfully 


report the following preamble and resolutions: 

Dudley Mclver DuBose was born in 1834 near 
Memphis, Tennessee. He passed some years in the 
university at Oxford, Mississippi, where the present 
Senator Lamar wasa professor, and the celebrated 
Judge Longstreet the president. Reading law after 
leaving college he was admitted to the barin his 
native state. In April, 1858, he married a daughter 
of Senator Robert Toombs of this state. He moved | 
to Georzia soon afterwards, and .when the late war 
broke out he entered the confederate service as a 
lieutenant ina volunteer companv. He was soon 
made a staff officer with the rank of captain. Then 
he became colonel of the 15th Georgia volunteers; 
and next he was promoted tob rigadier-general 
One of this committee was an eye witness tohis be- 
havior at Fuzzel’s mill, August 16, 1861, where; hav- 
ing arrived at the critical moment, he led his 
brigade with great efficiency and superb gallantry 
in the vanvi the bloody assault which retovk our 
lost works. During the war he received two 
wounds, the second being a severe one in: the battle 
of Chicamauga. Keturning to the bar after the war 
he soon became abusy practitioner. In 1870 be had 
the nerye toaccept inthe face of what appeared to 
be certain defeat, a nomination for congress by the 
democrats of this district. He made a courageous, 
diligentand able canvass, and was élected by a ma- 
jority cf several thousand. He served one term, 
giving universal satisfaction by attention to bis 
duties. He was president of the bank of Washing- 
ton, Georgia, when he died, an office which he had 
held for several years, 

The forezoing is a miniature of the brilliant career 
of our deceased brother. It only: remains that 
we say a few words of his character. 

In ali the paths that he walked, son, school boy- 
college und Jaw student, husband, father, sol- 
dier, in congress, at the bar iu business, bis vniform 
honesty, unswerviug tdelity, affectionate discharge 
of duty, crowned biin the confidence of everybody. 
Though brave to the utmost he never nursed any 
enmities against his fellows. His sympathies went 
forth to ineet all distress and suffering. He was 
exceptionally pleasant, obliging and agreeable in 
intercourse: Wesum him up by saying thatin all 
which makes manhood respectful, and all that 
makes it loveable, he wasopulentiy endowed, And 
when he passed away suddenly, at a premature 
age, it was a deep sorrow to troops of friends who 
would have him to live with them forever. 

We recommend that the followiug resolutions be 
adopted : 

Resolved, That in the death of General D. M, 
Du Bose the state has lost a loyal and favorite son, 
the bar one of its worthiest members, a brother be- 
loved. 

Resolved, That we cordially sympathize with the 
family of the deceased, in.their grievous affliction, 
and tender them our profoundest condolence. 

Resolved, That on a blank page of the minutes of 
the court, the clerk inscribe a brief memorial in 
these words: “Sacred to the memory of General D. 
M, DuBose,’’ with the date of his birth and deah.

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ABOUT LUCERNE 


And Other Things that Cowa May Fat—Mr. J. Henly 
Smith Oa The Suabjeet. 

Epitors CONSTITUTION—I have just finished read- 
ng your article about raising great quantities of 
ucerne on a simall spotof ground, and thus making 
green feed for the cattle, which the people of At- 
lanta and Fulton county must henceforth not uilow 
to run atiarge. 


I wish to give my own experience in try- 
ing to accomplish what you recommend, | 
was informed that the ground where lu- 
cerne is to be raised must be put in 


thorough tiith for a great depth, well stirred. at 
least 18 inches, aud made very rich to that depth: 
that when the land is thus well prepared and made 
very ferti‘e to the depth of 18 or 20 inches, the lu- 
cerne will produce an immetse quantity of green 
food, which can becut5 or 6 times a year, and that 
it will live and thus preduce green food, withont 
reseeding, for 20 to 80 years. This was a most 
promising enterpmise and 1 undertook it with zeal. 

The ground I intended to plant was selected in 
the spring of 1879, and every opportunity to makeit 
very fertiie, was improved during the summer 
In September of that year! had it theroughly 
trenched to the required depth, and a very heavy 
supply of manure added; and I finished sowing, 
according to regulations on the 13th of October, 
rather toolate. It germinated nicely, but was too 
yeung and tender tostand the winter, and was all 
killed by the severe freezes, 

I sowed the same ground again in{March following, 
1880,and the plants were suon up and growing 
finely. According to instructions, 1 did not cut or 
useitany that year. [twas to be allowed to grow and 
have the plants and leaves above ground assist the 
roots to develop finely, and scrike down deep into 
the earth, to sustain it when making the heavy 
drain o1i its vitality of keeping the tops cut off and 
fed to the cows five or six times a year. 

The next year, 1881, 1 cutit only three times, fear- 
ing I might injure it by cutting too much. | 
wanted the roots © be well set, vigorous and healihy, 
so as to be able to yield me a rich harvest for 
twenty or thirty years. five or six times @ year. 

In 1882 it grew off slowly; did not cutit till the 
lith of Apnl. It was not vigurous and it looked 
sickly. it wascutoniy twice during the year, but 
itsshabby, unpromising growth and general ap- 
varance showed plainly that it was dying. Last 
ll J planted strawberries between the rows of my 
lucerne, with the view of having something on that 
spot of highly fertilized aud well prepared ground 
that would certainly preduce a paying crop. I did 
pot dig up or try todestroy the lucerne, but let it 
sione. ‘lhis spring it bas put upa rather feeble 
growth. I have just finished cutting it, three days 
ago, aud have stijileit itto grow more, if it will, 
but i am satisfied that itis not worthatenth of 
the coat of raising it. 

lam now told that lucerne will not do wellin this 
vacinity, where we have such a hard, compact sub- 
soll; that it must have a gravelly subsoil ora clay 
loam, 86 that its long tap roots can penetrate to a 
great depth : 
Catue and horses are very fond of it: so they are of 
cat-tail millet, butin my opinion neither of these is 
a good milk or butter producing food. 1 plant cat- 
tail milict every yeer. It produces the greatest 
quantity of green food; perfectly astonishing in its 
ield. but itis not rich feed, and does not mater- 
ially increase the yield or quality of milk and but- 
ter. | usually cut it five times, have cut it six times. 
j raise it because a small spot of ground will yield 
immensacly, if made very rich, anditison hand at 
atime when otber green food is scarce. . 

] have a spot of ground devoted entirely to rais- 
ing cattle feed, In the early fail I sow rye on it, on 
which the milk Cows graze during the winter and 
spring. As soon as the rye is eaten off in the spring 
I sow German millet on it, which I cut at tne propi 
ertimeanud make hay of. Assoon as this crop is 
offi sow peas,and when the vines are in their 
prime,in September, 1 turn them under and sow 
ry¢ again. Thusl reguiarily make three crops a 
year on the land,one of which is devoted to fertil 
izing it. The land is growing richer every year, 
and it pays me well. 

I recommend cattail millet instead ot lucerene in 
this vicinity. Kespectiuliy.

Decide That They Will Not Reorivea the New Court 
House Uatil 1ti8 Completed and Rady tor the 
Offiters of the County to Move tn—When 
I; Will Probably Bs Ready. 


The new courthouse which may well be regarded 
as finished, isoneof the handsomest structures of 
the kind in the state, and no doubt is the costliest 
temple of justice in the south. Yesterday morning 
atila’clock the building committee, Judge John 
Collier, chairman; Daniel Pittman, Green T. Dodd, 
Dr. H.H. Tucker, and Mr. W. R. Brown, assembled 
in the superior court room of the new building for 
the purpose of formally turning over to the board 
of commissioners of roads and revenues, the new 
building. During the session of the committee, 
which was of several hours duration, the board of 


commissioners of ronds and revenues entered 
the hall and j‘ined in the dis- 
cussion. After consultation it was decided 


not to turn ever the building to the commissioners 


on account of various small improvements yet to 
be made. such as fixing the grounds, the. paving of 
the sidewalks, improvements on the new clock and 
others of similar. kind. After this decision had 
been reached a request was sentto Judge Ham- 
mond, asking that ihe superior court not meet in 
the new rooms next Monday, but the Monday fol- 
lowing. A debate arose between the building com- 
mittee and the board of commissioners on the 
pointas to which of these bodies should pay for the 
pavement around the courthouse lot, each side 
contending that the other was responsible for and 
should pay forit. Without coming toany agree- 
ment the question was dropped until the next 
meeting. ‘ihe difference of opinion on the 
part .of the two bodies was ex ressed 
pleasantly, not “the least bit of ill-feeling having 
been shown. Having decided not to take any eac- 
tion relative to placing in the hands of the commis- 
siopers thenew building, the meeting adjourned 
until next Monday afternoon, when they will meet 
at the law office of Judge Collier. 

“What is the actual costof the new courthouse?’’ 
asked a CONSTITUTION reporter of Judge Pittman, 
s.fter the meeting had adjourned 

“About $'20,000; that amount paying for the 
grounds, building and furniture. Theamount can 
not yet be accurateiy given, as other minor improve- 
mentsare yet tobe made. I would rather wait 
and give the exact amount, which will be done at 
our next meeting.”’ ' 

“When will the county officials move into their 
new quarters?’’ continued thee vorter. 


“{ am glad that point was mentioned,” 
remarked Judge Pittman, ffor it seems 
many are of the opinion that the 
Officials can move wilh n a day or so. ‘his is a 


great misteke. While ail tae books. records ard 
papers of importance may be movedin two dayr, 
it will require several days, probably more thah 
a weel¥ to rearrange things properly, therefore, 
when the moving is commenced, which will begin 
next week, patience will have to be exercised on 
the part of the public fora few days. ‘the build- 
ing within presents a beautiful and. finely fin- 
ished appearance. The filcors of the court rooms 
and county ofticers are handsomely carpeted, 
while the furniture is the most elegant to be 
found elsewhere in thecity and is second to none 
ine the state. When the few needed repairs have 
heen made, the building will be turned overin 
due form.’’
